The eanal which marke the centre 
ef the Grand Court of Honor at the 
We rid’s Fair holds many bevutifal 

things, but nene is more striking er 
impress! ve than the great Columbia 
fountain. It is the work of the sculp- 
tor Frederick Macmonnies. and typi- 
fies the triumph and giery of Coinim- 
bia. A mammoth barge is represent- 
el stately and beautiful in design, 
wherein Columbia sits enthroned. 
This one figure towers above all 
+he others, and attracts the atten- 
ticn at ence by its dignity and re 
pose. Father time is behind the 
threne, guiding the barge through 
ali the partis of the years, while Fame 
stands at the prew and voices the 
glories of the Goddess of the Repul- 
Ne. There are four charming figures 
on either side. of the barge bearing 
upon the long sweeps which rest in 
the water. These figures represent 
the spirits which have wen for Co!- 
umbia the triumphs of the age and 
continues to carry her onwards in her 
successful course. They are Science. 
Tndustry, Commerce, Agriculture, and 
the four arts—Music, Drama, Paint- 
‘tng and Literature—as fair and grace- 
fu! in form as the artist's hand car 
mould them. Eight sea-horses pre- 
cede the barge. bearing cutriders,and 

making clear the way. In the water 
all around sport dolph! ns, tritons. 
and mermaids, joyful attend: ints ip 
the train oY the goddess. 

Frem al! sides and in every direc- 
tion shoot jets of water, which at 
night are Uluminated by electricity. 
prevucing a wonderful efiect, and 
enhancing the grandeur of the whole. 
The fountain is in a circular basin 
150 fest in diameter, and the water 
flows down in gentie cascades all 
around intothe canal. The greatest 
figure is twenty feet in height. and 
the whole thing {is colossal; burt, like 
all things at the fair, it is so graceful 
and in such harmony with its sur- 
roundings that it does not awe you 
as some big works do. You may ad- 


mire and enjoy it sufficiently without 
being painfully impressed with its 
size. The direction of the barge is 


toward the goiden statue of the Re- 
publie at the other end of the eanal 
beyond which rises the Peristy’e on 
the Lake Front. Behind the foun- 
tain js the Administration Building 
whieh marks ene end of the Grand 
Court, but the view is not marred in 
any way. for on all sides there is suifl- 
cient space to observe and appreciate

OF INTEREST TO FARMERS. 


Contract Taken to the 


Court, 


A Threshing 


A judgment of some considerable in- 
terest to threshers and the farming 
community has been delivered by the 


chief justice in a county court,in the 
ease of Macdonald vs. Corrigai, heard 
before him. The action was brought 


farmer for the price of 
quantity of wheat, oats 
and he having died after 
the summons the action 
had been continued against his ex- 
ecutors. At the time of the thresh- 
ing several stacks of wheat was burn- 
ed down, as the defendant alleged by 
the ¢ arelessness of the plaintiifs son, 
employed by him to do the threshing, 
in placing the engine to windward = of 
these stacks. The county court judge 
found that ihe plaintiffs son offered 
and agreed at the time that the 
charge for threshing should be set off 
against the damage done by the fire. 
He further found that even if the son 
had no authority to so settle the ac- 
count the damage caused by burn- 
of the wheat would @mount toa sum 
sufficient to cover the amount sued 
for. He aceording!iy gave judgment 
for the defendants. 

There was an objection not 
with by the county court judge 
which appeared to be fatal to the 
plaintiff's right to recover. The eon- 
tract was to thresh the grain for so 
much a bushel, and the claim was for 
threshing so many bushel« at the rate 
agreed npon, An objection was taken 
by the dispute note that the grain 
threahed was not measured and the 
quantity ascertained by a Dominion 
measure as required by the statute 
in that behalf and the prowisions of 
the Weights and Measures Act. The 
evidence showed that the grain was 
run into bags and not measured other 
wise. It was said, however, that 
the defence was not properly rained 
because it was not stated the grain 
was not weighed. 

Section 21 of the Weights and 
Measures Act provides that every con- 
tract, bargain, sale or dealing made 
or had in Canada in respect of any 
work, goods, wares or merchandise, 
which is to be done, sold, delivered, 
carried or agreed for by weight or 
measure shall be deemed to be made 
aml had aceording to one of the Do- 
minion weights and measures aecer- 
tained by that act, and if not so made 
or had shall be void,’ except when

In delivering judgment his lordship 
held that having regard to the pro- 
visions of section 21 of the Weights 
and Measures Act the plaintiff could 
not recover. It would appear from 
section 16 of the act that the use of 
weights to determine the bushel is in 
*he ease of contracts for sale and de- 
livery. In other cases the bushei is 
2 measure of capacity. 

An objection was taken that the 
action being against exeuctors there 
should have been corroborative evi- 
dence, but his lordship held that this 
objection did not apply. as the evti- 
dence to both quantity and price was 
given, not by the plaintiff, the ciaim- 
ant. but by an independent and whol- 
iy Cisinterested witness. The appeal 
was dismissed with costs. Mr. «. H. 
Clark appeared for the plaintiff. Mr. 
West for the defendant.
